Sierra Madre Parking Committee is holding 
open meeting this evening, Thursday^ May 31, 
dt 7 p.m. at the city council chambers for busi¬ 
ness people and citizens who are interested in com¬ 
menting on the four-phase plan suggested by the 
group. Frank Goss is chairman of the group that 
includes Doug Delahooke, Miner Harkness, Larry 
Lutzow, Herb Stroh, Frank Van Dongen and Fred 
Wesley. 

“If the plan proceeds, it would be one of the 
most dramatic changes in the downtown area in 
the past 50 to 60 years,” Goss told The News. “The 
plan focuses on the ‘village’ atmosphere of the 
city which is meant to encourage a walking climate 
with benching, signage and improved safety.” 


He believes that all of those factors should 
make the town much more conducive to strolling 
around the town and therefore would encourage 
more shopping. 

Phase 1 includes additional landscaping such 
as trees and lower vegetation and extensive use of 
sidewalks for the crossing peninsulas. 

“We could achieve visual harmony with land¬ 
scaping and peninsulas with the eclective collection 
of architectural styles used throughout the city,” , 
Goss explained. 

Funding for Phase 1 would come from money. 
already available in the Community Development

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CCC restores Hugo Reid adobe

The Hugo Reid 
Adobe, located on the 
grounds of the L.A. 
County Arboretum, is 
the oldest private re¬ 
sidence in the San 
Gabriel Valley. Origi¬ 
nally built in 1839, it 
was Reid’s ranch 
house when he was 
the owner of what was 
then the 13,319 acre 
Rancho Santa Anita. 

Proposition 13 
meant the cutback of 
maintenance money 
at the arboretum. The 
adobe, its patio with 
outdoor cooking faci¬ 
lities and the sur¬ 
rounding wall had fal¬ 
len into sad disrepair. 
Following heavy rains 
two years ago, an en¬ 
tire section of the 
wall collapsed. 

Also in bad con¬ 
dition were a corral 
fence located nearby 
and the Indian wicki¬ 
ups, the brush shel¬ 
ter type home used by 
the native Indians. In¬ 
dians were Califor¬ 
nia’s First labor force 
and worked as both 
domestic and outside 
help for Reid during 
his ownership of the 
ranch. 

Last year rescue 
came for the ar¬ 
boretum’s historic 
section when Roy Ito, 
assistant arboretum 
director, contacted 
the California Con¬ 
servation Corps, also 
known as the CCC. 

A project that in¬ 
volved a year of hard 
work, many thousands 
of hours, and over 
100 CCC workers in 
all, ^as accomplished 
for the cost of the 
supplies used which 
was $12,800. This 
work possibly could 
have cost $100,000 by 
other workers. 

The CCC is a group 
of young people 18 
through 23, who ave¬ 
rage six months in the 
program, are paid 
$581 a month with 
$145 of that repaid to 
the state for their 
room and board. No 
one on probation or 
parole is accepted. 

The work is hard, 
outdoors, but pro¬ 


vides valuable work 
experience for these 
young adults and at 
the same time con¬ 
tributes to community 
and conservation needs 
in the state. It can 
be varied as fire 
Fighting in our moun¬ 
tains, stripping fruit 
during a Medfly infes¬ 
tation or as close to 
home as work on the 
Mt. Wilson Trail 
prior to the annual 
Trail Race. 

With advice from 
reconstruction ex¬ 
perts, the CCC rebuilt 
the corral fence, the 
wickiups, the dilapi¬ 
dated patio walls and 
did repairs on the 
adobe house, the out¬ 
door oven and stove. 
They painted the ex¬ 
terior and interior of 
the house, and, on 
advice of consultants 
who had worked on 
Old Town San Diego, 
built French drains. 
French drains are per¬ 
forated pipes on a 
gravel base, allowing 
water to percolate 
down from the house 
instead of sitting on 
the soil. Without care, 
this static soil could 
have eroded the foun¬ 
dation of the adobe 
structure since adobe 
is clay soil. 

These CCC workers 
also learned how to 
mix soil and water to 
construct the adobe 
bricks. In early tree¬ 
scarce California, 
adobe was the main 
building material. 
This time CCC work¬ 
ers added concrete as 
a stabilizer instead of 
straw as Reid would 
have done 145 years 
ago. The ratio was 
six parts of adobe to 
one part of concrete. 
This will further en¬ 
sure longer lift for the 
.historic building. 

Tule reeds, which 
are the material placed 
over the framework 
for the wickiups, were 
collected by CCC 
members who waded 
into the marshes of 
the spring-fed lake at 
the arboretum, just as 
Indian women would 
have done.

who visit the arbore¬ 
tum, this reconstruc¬ 
tion of the historical 
site is valuable as part 
of our heritage and 
particularly so for the 
many school children 
brought to the arbo¬ 
retum on Field trips. 

Hugo Reid was a 
prominent man of his 
time and served ad¬ 
mirably as a delegate 
to the California Con¬ 
stitutional Conven¬ 
tion when we were to 
become the 31st state 
to be admitted to the 
United States. But his 
most valuable contri¬ 
bution was the study 
he made of the In¬ 
dians of Los Angeles 
County and published 
in 24 installments in 
an early newspaper, 
the Los Angeles Star. 

Before the coming 
of the white man, there 
were more Indians li¬ 
ving in Southern Ca¬ 
lifornia than in all of 
*North America. But 
with settling of the 
area they became a 
vanished people and 


so, too, their very 
fragile culture. But 
Reid’s work provided 
invaluable infor¬ 
mation for historians. 

Reid was a Cam- 
bridge-educated Scots¬ 
man who emigrated 
here in 1832 and fell 
madly in love with a 
beautiful, young In¬ 
dian woman who was 
married and had child¬ 
ren. Because of the 
impossibleness of the 
situation, the story 
goes, Reid left and 
went to Hermasillo, 
Mexico to forget. He 
was there about a year 
when he received 
word of the death of 
this woman’s husband 
(a real Hollywood 
twist, I think). He re¬ 
turned, married her 
and adopted her child¬ 
ren. 

The famous and fa¬ 
bulous Elias J. 
“Lucky” Baldwin pur¬ 
chased the ranch in 
1875 and added an

death in 1909. Bald¬ 
win also built the 
beautiful Queen Anne 
cottage, famous from 
TV’s “Fantasy 
Island,” but it was 
used as a guest cot¬ 
tage. When the arbo¬ 
retum was opened to 
the public in the 1950s 
the First restoration 
was done on the adobe. 

It was restored back 
to the three-room 
dwelling it was in the 
rancho period of Ca¬ 
lifornia history. 

Commemoration ce¬ 
remonies and tour 
hosted by the Califor¬ 
nia Arboretum Foun¬ 
dation and the Volun¬ 
teer group were held 
on May 24 in the 
courtyard of the Hu¬ 
go Reid Adobe, to 
honor the efforts of 
the hard-working CCC 
for their restoration 
work and with the un¬ 
veiling of a bronze 
plaque.

Phase 2 would include forming a parking dis¬ 
trict, and using lighting and landscaping to reno¬ 
vate the newly-restriped south parking lot. “This 
would add as many as 30 spaces to the already 
crowded area,” Goss remarked. 

Funding for Phase 2 would come from an 
assessment district charges back to building owners 

served by the lot. 

Phase 3 which Goss explained as the “most 
controversial” includes purchasing five or six par¬ 
cels of land. This would create a continuation of 
the Auburn lot back of the Kersting Court 
area.

Goss concluded, “Included in these phases 
is a one-way entry into the south lot near Lloyds 
Bank and the north lot near Paper Palace to reduce 
the accident potential of cars entering the main 
stream of traffic.”
